Hiroatened attack by striking luiiiera on 
tlie iiita of the Washington (Jual and 
Uoko compAny at 8tlokl« HoUow, in the 
f onrth pool district on the MonoBfrtw* 
!• rim, WM made yMtsrday, involTliMt 
mother of the grim tragsdlefl that ehu- 
•cterize the irrepressible conflict. 

The tight was one of the fiercest in the 
history of the miniriK trvvaMf s in west- 
ern Pennsylvania and in the section 
where it occurred as well as thronghotit 
the whole coke region, the situation it 
has developed is une of tho most intense 
excitement and dread uncertainty. 
Four strikers are lyiuK dead, and donble 
that number are liadiy wounded, sonie 
of thein mortally. 

Tlioniart Kt-nan of Wooils Run is tho 
only American killed in tho tnconuter 
witn the deputies. Tho other men an- 
Slavs. Tho wounded men who fell 
under tlie tir.st volley fron* tht5 dt puties 
were taken oil' the field by the retreating 
strikers, and oven now the actual iniiii- 
bwr of wuuiicltd is not tlefinitely known, 
their friendn bavin;,' tin- htron^;est mo- 
tiTes for conceal. ng them. 

It is perhaps too soon to attempt to 
apportion the re.spi nsil)ility fur the kill- 
in;,'H. In the mass of confessed and con- 
,. tra'lictory statt.'ments their testimony to 
show that the etnkors, while tnreaten- 
ing an attack, 1i;mI ( mnmitted no oyert 
act of lawh asiue.^fl, beyond the jx)ssii 'o 
offense of unlu\vful a^se'iiibly. That l .o 
deputies fired on them absolutely with- 
oui provocation lliat would warrant tho 
use of deadly weapons mid that some of 

the killing's were particolarly omel aad 

nnjnstitiaiilo. 

'i'lien there is eijunlly al)und>int testi- 
niuiiy lo show tli.it tlie deputies tiimply 
defended themselves iind their cliarue 
from tile ru.sluiiu; assault of An armed 
and bloodthir>ty mob. The strikers fur- 
nished all the dead men. Not a deputy 
was fatally hnrt, and only three of tbein 

wounded. 

The fi^ht mvurreil at daybreak, in the 
public roadway, h adiii^' to the SticKle 
Hifllow |ilu7il.s. Two thousand strikers, 
alter campin;; iie.u- the works all ni;;' " 
came out to intercept the mvu on thi . 
way to work to indiioo tlm men to come 
ont and help win tiie strike. A few ( *■ 
them carrieil Winchesters, while fully "j 
others were armed with sliotguni, nwi* 
zle-londing rifles and revolvers. 

Because of their threatening demou- 
etratioiiB, and the fact that they had 
giv. n iiotiee to the company that th^y 
had cotiie to drive off tlie deputies, if 
necessary, there were ball c.irtridges • 
tiie Winchesters carried by the guar . 
and til" entire outfit at tiie works ■ 
in i^eiieral readiness to receiv<' ranh ' s. 
The deputies had specific orders, and it 
is admitted that the company hud con- 
veyed to them direotioni to ihootto 
kill. 

Sixty-six of the strikers were placed 
under arrest and taken back to tho com- 
pany's ^Touu I, where they were closely 
guarded dnriuL' the remainder of the 
day. The whole lot of them were later 
placed in bo.Kcars, which were c'os. ly 
nailed up. and kept tlier" until eveiim ;. 
when they were broacht lieri- to the ]uil 
In char;,'e nf 'J.") dejiulies. 

Tiie men anoted are iv arly all na- 
tive bom riti/eiis an I inti Hi ;»"'iit look- 
ing, and several of them are k:iowu to 
be men of in luenco and gooil reputation 
in tho fourth pool district. Tho situa- 
tion an the mines is alarming, and more 
•erious trouble is expected within the 
nest bonis. 

Tiio latest reports from there are to the 
effect that ii'io (.itiikeis f rom the lower 
eu<l of the foui tli pool werw marching on 
Stickle Hollow, thoroughly armed, for 
tlie pai jMise of storming the works, re- 
g.irdle.ss of conse(inenc(!s. But thtM re- 
ports have not been verified. 

None of the dead evcept Kenan liave 
been id 'iitified. It is impossible to learn 
about the otliers who arc di-ad. l'"ear 
muzzles the survivors and .se.als the lips 
of even the eiiildri a of friends of the 
men in tlie fight. They will not ev^n 
claim their dead, and nolxidy has come 
forward to speak for the remains of the 
^r fellows who are lying Whci« they 

John Tio\ of Fayette City was badlj' 
wounded and will die. He is a promi- 
nent (iti/en of that place and wai fQI^ 
merly a school director. 

STRIKERS AR E D ESTRUCTIVE. 

They Fill Vp • MIm With Debris- 
Armed Deputlen After Then. 

Cestralia, Ills.. May 25.— About 600 
niinecs from l-u noin and tho St. Johns 
mine arrived in this city yesterday on an 
Illinois Central freight train and pn>- 
ceeded to the Big Fuui mine, operated 
by Pottingci A: Davis, in the northern 
limits of the city. Tiny demolished 
considerable of the niacliiii' ry and fille<i 
the shaft with about 1) feet of debris, 
dump carts and other Uhiso inatenal. 
Every glai's and sash in the buildiius 
were smasheil. The total damage to toe 
prooerty ilkestiniated at r:.',U()0. 

Tne Big Four mines have for the past 
three days been rnuning with about liU 
men, and Tuesday tliey refused to come 
oat at the request of the local commit- 
tee. The Dnqnoin strikers boarded a 
freight train in this city and forced the 
engineer. Charles Stewiurt, to haul them 
here. Sheriif Helms was notified at 
Balem that the men were coming and a 
special engine sent to convey him here, 
bnt he did not arrive in time to prevent 
the 4eetniotioD of propefty. 



After the atrUten naa oompleled their 
work of deetmettai they left the dty 
and two miles north separated in two 

Sangs. one party going to Suidoval and 
\0 other to Odin. The mines are run- 
ning at Odin, and it was expeoted that 
iesfmction of property would follow 
their arrival there. Shwiff Helnwiwore 
in 185 deputiea and after arming them 
chartered a train and started to Sando- 
Tal, where the west gang ww over 
haoled, already headed for Odin. The 
train was qnickly transferred to the 
Baltimore and Ohio track and tiie depu 
ties reached Odtn n few minQtes in ad 
vanoe of the two bvaaehas of the mob. 

The striken were snrronnded and a 
few shots fired, bat no harm done. A 
portion of the mob snrrendered and tho 
remainder fled. Abont 80 men were ar- 
rested and bronght hers. Later in the 
evening 20 mote were brought in and all 
are now looked in the city hall. Threats 
have been made that the prisoners will 
"be released and the city Authorities have 
sworn in a large force of eAtra police to 
assist the depmss and guard to* peace 
of the city. 

TIIOOPS ORDERED OUT. 

Illinois Militia Will Alil tli<> Authorities 
III l*resorvln|[ Order. 

Si'HixciFiELD, Ills., May 25.— Governor 
Altgeld was in telegraphic commnnica 
tion all evening with the county and 
municipal ofiBcials at Centralis, La Salle 
and other points where the strikers were 
rioting during the day, and shortly after 
midnight decided that troops mnst be 
called out. 

Sheriff Taylor of La Salle county 
wired. at 11 o'clock tho situation wa? 
very serious; that his force of deputies 
was unable to cope with the rioters and 
that :i mob surrounded the hotel in which 
he was lying wounded. 

Sheriff Helms oi Centralia sent a re- 
port similar in character. 

Orders were then telegraphe«l for live 
companies of tho Fourth infantry to re- 
port at Centralia and four companies of 
the Seventh to xepwt at La Salle at 
once.

Shernf Ta\lor<jt La Salle, in his re- 
port of tho .rouble said, while protect 
nig the prop/rty of th" La S.alle cum 
p.'iny and Carlxm < oal company wirn .'i, 
lar;;e force of depulit s, t:iev had bfii 
attaclvod by («everal hundred striking 
miners with stones, ri'voivers and other 
Weapons, shooiinj.^ tlrei' di'piities, se- 
verely injurmtf them and painfully sev- 
eral others.

Tayior said he was un.abl,' to preserve 
peace and ipieil tli" nmb a.id iminiueut 
danger exists of gr^ at hiss of life and de- 
struction of property, if imine hatf ac- 
tion is not taifcn by the L'^overnor. lie 
appeale 1 to the governor for military 
aid, addniu that tlieiv are i,iiO':) to 8.01M) 
miners at Si>ring . alley, Ladd and Sea 
tonville. who are lii:ely to come to La 
Salle at an\- time and destroy piopertv.

nver strikers.

I'ollali strikers Resort to BloUag and

force attempted t<} arrest the ringleaders 
of the mob in thi I'olish district, but 
they were set ni)on by another gong 
armed with 'mives and mitiltlts. Two 
officers Wnr • wounded. 

Mayor Jack has issued orders to the 
police to not make the arrests until tlie 
excitement has died imra. 

The Knights of Labor have posted a 
circular urging the strikers to keep 
within the bounds of the law and aliow 
the flrss to be ertingnished.

HEADSTO NES FOR HEROE& 
Forty Unclaimed One* Dlacovered In « 
Cellar. 

Nkw Yohk, May —Charles C. 
Reichert, the chairman of tho relief com- 
mittee of the U. A. R., which has head- 
quarters in the basement of the dty hall, 
while iirowling through the cellar dis- 
coverou 40 headstones ranged about the 
wall, most of them frumetl in a wooden 
casing, as if for shipment. They are of 
white marble, and each is inscrioed witn 
a soldier's name. 

The government furnishes every aol- 
L. . with a marble headstone when he is 
dead. The stones are uniform, about 2 
feet high and 18 inches wide, with the 
simple inscription of name and com- 
mand. On one of the tombstones was 
found tbe inscription, "Augnst Walters, 
Twenty-eighth « >hio." 

Mr. Rei hert is particularly solicitous 
to tind the resting places of the men, to 
whom tlie^e stones Delongi SO thathssoes 
may bo properly honored.

WABHIKaTON, May a5.— The effort of 
Congressman Holman, chairman of the 
committee on Indian affairs of the house, 
to reduce the annual appropriation for 
the Indian senrioe |1 ,000,000 has failed, 
Mr. Holman now asserts that he will be 
aole to reuuoe the amount only |250,000. 
^Ir. Holman says the Indian affairs oom- 
niittee is made np largely of westsni 
members, who have so many local inter> 
csts involved in the Indian appropriation 
bill that they decline to keep pace with 
his economical tendencies. 

Among the "reforms" which Mr. Hol- 
man points out in the new Indian ap- 
]iropriation bill is a provision that the 
expenditure per capita annually for tbe 
educ.ition of Indian children shall not 
exceed ;f itW, Heretofore It has ranged 
anywhere from 1150 to $;J00 annnally. 
Another provision is that an Indian 
agent's salary shall not exceed i^l,«00 a 
year. Formerly it has ranged as high 
as ij'3,'i(><». and there is still another nro- 
visKjn that tho salary of a superintendent 
<jf iiuliaii schoolr shall not exceed #1,600 
a year, while heretofore in BOOM MSSS It 
li.id reachoii .•5.', 000. 

There an appropriation in thf bill of 
>■.'), ho'i for the commis.-ion to appraiso 
the value of improvements made by the 
intrn(Ur^ in the t;heroke<' nation. This 
is the comnii«8ion of which 1'. 11. i'ei iioc 
ot lndianap(.)lis is a member, and which 
snsimided operations .several months ago 
for want ot innda. A bill wks intro- 
duced about two montlis ago api)ropii- 
ating fU'.OU • to complete tho work (jf 
this commission, Vmt the house for some 
r'-ason did not take prompt action. The 
Indian ceinmitteo thciiiht s=i,i 03 was 
Huffici.'Ut to f uablo the appri.is tr to fin-

The new bill fixes the salary 0,' the 
general sup rintendont o'. iiahan seh( oh 
at (^3,500, This is a rediicMin Irom the 
previous s.alary, and is in li^e nature of a 
compromise. .Mr. Holman sou.rht to 
ab.ili^h the o:lic(' of the suiH rint. ndent 
of In^i.m fci ools, which is held by I'ro- 
lessor fia'.lmau of Laporto. bnt there 
were .'•o 11, any protests from pliuuu- 
throp-c societies iniercBted in promoting 
education and civilization ot the Indian 
that Mr. Holman !•■ treated undor lire. 
■ Failing to abolish i'rofessor Hailnian's 
oflici', Mr, Holman eifected a saving in 
another direction hy rediicmg the num- 
hi'T of suporvifiors i^f Indian schools from 
four to two. This may indirectly affect 
another Indiana man -Wilhani M. Moss 
of Blooiiifiidd. editor of tho Bloonifield 
Democrat, wno is in th" field as a supfir- 
visor of Indian schools, drawing a salary 
of .■tl,.' no a year and his ( xiiens s. If 
the rtduotion is made, two of tho snper- 
visor.s will be called in. and th >r« is an 
intimation that ,ts Indiana has the .super- 
intendent o In lian schools, it is not 
likely that she will be given one of the 
two supervisors also. 

An effort was also made to make full

If artific ial methods have had 
n tliitiL' to <l() with it, then the removal 
('I ariitit ial appliances like the McKinlcy 
tarifl' would have no effect. If the growth 
of an industry has been perfectly natural, 
it will be independent of such eztrane- 
ou- aii'l unnatural aid. 

But when the lMX>nomiat,a8 the mouth- 
piece of the American Protective Tariff 
Lea;.'ue, <;oes to talkirijj: about labor in the 
United States having received its share 
of ita own product under this "natural" 
system, tlie most it can say is that "our 
laborers have apin-Dxinuttilij received their 
natural right- the product of their toil." 
It appears further on that what is meant 
by this "approximation" to the laborer's 
natural right is a "comfortable subsist- 
ence." The surplus is not hia. He gets 
enough to keep him alive, provided the 
compimy that employs him does not 
crowd him oat by cheaper foreign labor, 
or is not paid to close its doors for the 
purpose of restricting the (>v< r-|irodn<- 
tiou caused by the artiiiuial stimuiaut uf 
protection. And this is the best that 
this mo«t extreme advocate of i>rofpction 
can claim as to its benelits t(j the work- 
ingmen— it gives him "approximately" 
his share, the protected employer, of 
course, determining the share. 

And even tliis claim, adds the Courier- 
Journal, is at variance with the facts. 
Tiie laborer in protected industries does 
not often t'et even ni>proximately his 
share of what is lllched from the people 
in his name, and whenever he doea he 
H'ccivcH it, not as a conceded rlLrht, but 
because he happens to be in a ]>osition to 
exact it.

The congratulations and compliments 
showered upon Senator Gorman at the 
close of hia tarifT speeeh -Wednaaday 

were not confmod to bis Democratic col- 
leagues. It was a great speech and cap- 
tivated all who heard it The distin- 
guished and eloquent Senator opanad in 

a prophetic strain, saying : 

Mr, Pnniilriil : Wo an- ucHring the cinl. After 
thirty years of iiolilical iiro^rt'S'*. of (losltivc 
growth, of coiislaiu ilivoloi)iiieiit niid of mii- 
vitkhI i iillKhtoiiirn iit. tlio iK'niocratic party ami 
thi' Aincriciiii ivcojilr are within sight of tho 
liroini.'-c'd laiiil. Kmuncipalioii is at hand— eman- 
cipation from i)artl»au opprewilou, from the 
greed of classes, from extortion, from restrictions 
upon Indivl'liial liberty, from Jingoism, from all 
those evils, in brief, which the DemoorAtic party 
inherited as a hateful legacy from tbrtt dsoades 
ol Bepubllcan naladmlnlatratlon. 

He then touched npon the difBcnlties 
which liad confronted the Democratic 
party on its return to power, after thirty 
jreara of opposition, and the vehe- 
mence of the demands made upon them.

Are Politics^, Confederate and Social 
Oiroles at Lexington Over tbe 
OOBgrtMiMMl iMt. 



LixtNOTON, May 28.— Political, Cpnfed 
emte and eocial circles are torn ap worse 
than they have heen Hince the heginniiiK 
of the Congressional campaign over the 
ramor which gained dronlationlsat night 
and was telegraphed abroad that the 
Woman's Auxiliary of the Confederate 
yeterana' Anodatiop had a storm; time 
at the mMting yesterday afternoon to 
arrange for decorating Confederate graves 
next Saturday. The President of the 
aaxiliary, who is herself opposed to 
Bracklniidge's candidacy, says that the 
Congressional race was not mentioned, 
and that- Confederate i^ravei will be dec- 
orated Saturday without regard to Breck- 
inridge's standing as a votoran, as the as- 
sociation is opposed to talcing up his case 
in any iluipe or Ibrm. She doiiea that 
any threat was made to refuse to dec- 
orate Confederate graves unless Breckin- 
ridge is expelled from the order. 

Mrs. A.. M. Harrison, Secretary, and 
her 8iBter-ii|-law, Miss Mary Hanispn, 
Vice President of the auxiliary, iwdgned 
their offices to-day. They are severe in 
their condemnation of Breclcinridge, and 
while they give no open reason for re- 
signing, they say plainly it ought not to 
be difficult to infer why they quit the or> 
ganisation. 

NxwcAMLo, May Si8.— Oolonel Breckin- 
ridge scored a victory here to-day. Breck- 
inridge and Owens arc fighting over tlio 
manner of selecting delegates to the nom- 
inating convention. This question is <le- 
cided by the Congressional committee, 
which is composed of representatives of 
the nine counties in the district. Colonel 
Breckinridge lulsall along had a majority 
of one in the Congressional committee 
conceded to him. LastMonday the Owens 
people learned that three members of 
the Fayette County committee '.verc can- 
didates for Magistrate. This they con- 
tended mode the commlttemnen ineligi- 
ble to serve as such, and their removal 
was demanded of Chairman Carroll, of 
this place. 

In ca^ of their removal Owens would 
have had a majority in the Fayette 
County commitee, as the appointing 
power ii an arowed Owens man. The 
member of the Congressional commit- 
tee from Payette County \YoHld tlius 
have been an Owens man and the Con- 
gressional committee would have stood, 
Owens 5, Breckinridge ' Big delegations 
argued pro and con before Chairman 
Carroll this afternoon, and he gave hia 
decision to-night. He held that the three 
coinniitteomen can not now be removed, 
a^ they were candidates before the prima' 
ry elections which elected them and as no 
objection was then raised to their serving 
' on the ticket
